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A HOSPITAL caring for 
prostate cancer patients 
from the Weymouth, 
Dorchester and Bridport 
area as they recover from 
life-saving operations has 
been threatened with huge 
fines if it doesn’t improve. 

The appalling situation at 
Wexham Park Hospital, 
Slough, was highlighted in 
a Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion report which savagely 
criticised Heatherwood and 
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by Harry Walton 


Westham Park Hospitals 
NHS Trust for “failing to 
protect the safety and wel¬ 
fare of patients”. 

The CQC also threatened 
to fine the trust unless it 
made “urgent improve¬ 
ments”, but conditions 
hadn’t improved when I 
became a patient there for 
13 days recovering from a 
major operation for 
prostate cancer. 

Among dreadful inci¬ 
dents I personally saw 
were: 

• An 82-year-old man 
wrongly given heavy mor¬ 
phine based medicine 
meant for the patient in the 
bed next to him. 

• A 30-year-old man 
given double his usual 
morphine dose. 

• A nurse failing to im¬ 
mediately report a poten¬ 
tially life-threatening 
incident. 

• I myself was left in 
agony for 27 hours because 
800ml of urine and blood 
had been backed up into 
my stomach by a catheter 
pipe clamp wrongly put on 
too tightly. 


• I was given completely 
the wrong treatment for an 
impending bowel proce¬ 
dure. 

• I was sent home un¬ 
aware I still had 19 metal 
staples in my stomach. 

Blood disorder patient 
John Halpin, 86, of Ger- 
rards Cross said: “It was 
like Fred Karno’s Circus in 
here. I have never seen 
anything like it before.” 

Cancer patient Shaun 
Routledge, 30, from Lon¬ 
don said: “I think it is dis¬ 
gusting and very disturbing 
that all this happened so 
easily.” 

I personally feel that my 
surgeon was a genius and 
ordinary ward staff were 
tireless and genuinely con¬ 
cerned for patients’ wel¬ 
fare, but Wexham is 
chronically understaffed 
while its document system 
frequently doesn’t work. 

Wexham representatives 
detailed with improving 
the hospital met with me 
later and said they were 
talking with patients - in¬ 
cluding South and West 
Dorset prostate cancer pa¬ 


tients - to find out their 
views on the hospital to 
help spearhead improve¬ 
ments . 

The hospital apologised 
to myself and fellow pa¬ 
tients for what had hap¬ 
pened to us, but I was 
hugely relieved to get 
home. I’ve been told an in¬ 
vestigation is being held 
into the incidents. 

Wexham is a vital desti¬ 
nation for many prostate 
cancer patients from Wey¬ 
mouth to Lyme Regis be¬ 
cause the country’s top 
robotics surgeon, Mr Omar 
Karim, is based there and 
frequently operates on site 
with Mr Naveed Afzal 
from Dorset County Hos¬ 
pital, Dorchester. 

Mr Afzal has fought to 
highlight the Royal 
Bournemouth Hospital’s 
refusal to provide regular 
robotic surgery slots for 
South and West Dorset 
prostate cancer patients. 

He said that fight is still 
going on - talks are fo¬ 
cused on finding a solution 
in April - and that local pa¬ 
tients clearly needed sur¬ 
gery and care as close to 
their Dorset homes as pos¬ 
sible.

The couple immediately threw themselves 
into community life and Audrey has since been 
involved with a huge number of local organi¬ 
sations, most notably as a former chairman of 
the governors of St Michael's Primary School 
and member of the Parochial Church Council. 
Her latest role is chairman of the Lyme Regis & 
District Food Bank. 

Audrey and Keith have been married for 
more than 60 years and have two children - a 
son who is a lawyer and a daughter who is a 
doctor - and five grandchildren. 


# WHY did you move to Lyme Regis? 

We bought a flat in Broad Street and came here on 
holidays. We got to know a lot of people, both locals 
and visitors, through having a beach hut on the 
seafront. Our children came down for holidays, it 
was the best beach nearby and the family liked it. 
When Keith retired, we bought our house is Sid- 
mouth Road. 

• TELL us about the Lyme Regis and District 
Food Bank? 

The food bank was set up last year by LymeForward 
as an emergency provider of food for people in dif¬ 
ficulties of all ages and in all different kinds of cir¬ 
cumstances. We're very lucky to have it under the 
umbrella of LymeForward because it means we al¬ 
ready have a base, which is not something every or¬ 
ganisation has. We also have lots of willing 
volunteers and varying expertise which we can use 
in the food bank. 

It is well supported by the town council, as well as 
the medical centre, schools and churches, which can 
refer people to the bank. We are trying to pull all the 
relevant services together to do something really, re¬ 
ally good. 

I think we're starting to get rid of some of the mis¬ 
conceptions about it - it's not just about people on 
benefits but it can help people in all kinds of situa¬ 
tions, including those who have just returned from 
hospital and have no way of going food shopping. I 
think the need for food parcels is getting greater, but 



that may just be because they didn't know about us 
before. 

We are always looking for volunteers and hope to 
offer simple cookery lessons in the future to make 
sure people have the knowledge needed to cook for 
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themselves. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis? 

That an ordinary person like myself is able to make 
a difference. It's not a closed shop, you can do the 
things you like because there's so much going on. 
You can make a difference in Lyme - we have always 
supported everything and our children have to. 

• WHAT do you think is missing from the town? 

It's very difficult to shop cheaply in Lyme. You have 
to be able to get out of Lyme to get to the big su¬ 
permarkets and sometimes there is a lack of public 
transport - that's why it's important for our bus serv¬ 
ices to continue. 

• WHAT local organisations are you a member 
of? 

As well as the governors of St Michael's and the 
Parochial Church Council, the main thing I support 
is Action Medical Research for Children. I attend a 
book club, ladies lunch club, Keith is a member of 
Rotary and I was on the Inner Wheel when we had 
one, I was a trustee of theTown Mill for 13 years, I'm 
a member of the Lyme Regis Society, Lyme Regis De- 
velopmentTrust and the U3A, and I volunteer in the 
Jubilee Pavilion. 

• DURING you work with varying organisations, 
what achievements are you most proud of? 

The two things I am most proud of in Lyme is my 
work with Lyme Regis Development Trust to set up 
a SureStart children's centre in King's Way and being 
nominated as an Honoured Citizen as part of the di¬ 
amond jubilee celebrations -1 was really touched by 
that.

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Councils to undertake review of 
services in bid to make savings 


AN ambitious three-year programme to 
review district and borough council 
services across West Dorset, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland went before coun¬ 
cillors this week. 

West Dorset District Council and 
Weymouth and Portland Borough 
Council have already saved around 
£3million a year through their ground¬ 
breaking shared services partnership. It 
sees one workforce delivering services 
for both authorities. 

But financial forecasts show the two 
councils will need to find considerable 
further savings or additional income by 


the end of 2016-2017. 

Weymouth and Portland corporate af¬ 
fairs spokesman Councillor Mike 
Goodman said: “Our two councils are 
dealing with this head on by conduct¬ 
ing in-depth reviews of all services - 
both statutory (those we have to pro¬ 
vide by law) and discretionary (those 
we choose to provide). 

“The reviews will mean some big 
changes and will take account of the 
views of service users and our key part¬ 
ners. There will be difficult decisions - 
some services will stop, others will 
have to be delivered in significantly 


different ways.” 

West Dorset District Council Leader 
Robert Gould said: “Every council in 
the country is facing huge cuts in fund¬ 
ing. Our two authorities are taking a 
proactive approach and tackling this in 
a managed way. 

“The proposed service reviews will 
help ensure the councils are able to 
provide affordable services which best 
meet the future needs of local residents 
and businesses. They are crucial in de¬ 
veloping organisations which are fit for 
2020 and beyond.” 

The councils’ Shared Services Joint 


Advisory Committee will be asked to 
endorse the service review programme. 
However, the final programme will be 
agreed by the individual councils in 
February. 

The first reviews would begin in 
April 2014 with decisions on any 
changes to services made by each 
council in the usual way. The pro¬ 
gramme and the type of reviews pro¬ 
posed at this stage can be seen at 
www.dorsetfory ou .com/412160. 

Both councils say they are committed 
to keeping local people informed as the 
service reviews progress. 


Campaigners in tense wait over town green result 


CAMPAIGNERS are 
enduring a tense wait to 
find out if they have 
won their battle to get 
Town Green status re¬ 
tained for Weymouth’s 
Markham and Little 
Francis area. 

The site - also known 
as Curtis Fields - has 
been hailed as one of 
the last “green lungs” in 
the town. 

The Society for the 
Protection of Markham 
and Little Francis and 
others put their case for 
retaining Town Green 
status when they 
clashed in the Supreme 
Court with developer, 
Betterment Properties, 
which had earlier suc¬ 
ceeded in getting Town 
Green status removed 
from the popular open 
area. 

Society spokesman 
Gill Taylor said they 
hoped to hear the 
Supreme Court’s ruling 
on the case at the end of 
February. 

She added: “We re¬ 
main optimistic that we 
are going to be able to 
retain the Town Green 
registration. 

“Our legal team ar¬ 
gued very strongly that 
it would not be just to 
remove Markham and 
Little Francis from the 


register of Town and 
Village Greens held by 
Dorset County Council 
due to the length of 
time between registra¬ 
tion and Betterment’s 
attempt to de-register. 
Now it is just a case of 
waiting.” 

Betterment has been 
more successful with its 
fight to win permission 
to build 190 homes on 
the lower part of the 
Markham site. 

It referred its planning 
application to the Plan¬ 
ning Inspectorate after 
the council’s planning 
committee voted to 
delay a decision so 
members could visit the 
site. 

They later rejected 
Betterment’s applica¬ 
tion, but an eight-day 
appeal in November 
2013 has now seen its 
planning inspector 
grant permission for 
Betterment’s develop¬ 
ment which will in¬ 
clude 64 homes and 19 
flat with outline per¬ 
mission granted for an¬ 
other 97 homes. 

The inspector claimed 
the scheme would 
tackle housing shortfall 
over the next five years 
and Betterment said the 
scheme had clear com¬ 
munity benefits, but

Domestic abuse campaign 
to be repeated this summer 


A DEDICATED operation to tackle 
domestic abuse in Dorset during the 
Christmas and New Year period was 
a success and will be repeated during 
the FIFA World Cup in the summer 
and again over the festive period. 

A total of 105 high-risk victims of 
domestic violence were identified in 
Dorset as requiring home visits 
under Operation Maple - which ran 
throughout December 2013. 

During the Christmas and New 
Year period Dorset Police reported a 
decrease in Domestic abuse incidents 
of five per cent compared to the same 
time the previous year. 

In all 73 victims were visited and 
spoken to. A further 29 people were 
visited and were either not seen or 
did not reply. Three were not visited. 
No arrests were made. 

Inspector Steve Thorpe said: “The 


majority of people we spoke to in 
person were supportive of what we 
were trying to achieve and were 
grateful for our visit. 

“We also collected a good deal of 
information and received reports of 
further crimes. 

“Dorset Police has seen a rise in the 
number of reported cases of domes¬ 
tic abuse in recent years and I believe 
this is largely due to victims willing 
to report it to the police and take ac¬ 
tion against the perpetrator. 

“We have taken a number of steps 
to help support victims in reporting 
these crimes and we work in close 
partnership with other support agen¬ 
cies. We have a dedicated team of 
specially trained and experienced of¬ 
ficers and police staff to respond to 
and investigate domestic abuse and 
to provide the best possible support 


and protection to victims and their 
families. 

“I would urge anyone suffering do¬ 
mestic abuse to come forward and 
report it so that action can be taken 
to keep them safe. 

“I would also warn anyone com¬ 
mitting an act of domestic abuse - 
you will be arrested and dealt with 
robustly. Domestic abuse offences 
can attract significant custodial sen¬ 
tences. 

“In the future we intend to inform 
victims of domestic violence that 
they can expect a welfare visit from 
a police officer as part of Operation 
Maple. 

“It is our intention that Operation 
Maple visits will be carried out dur¬ 
ing the FIFA World Cup in June and 
July and again over the Christmas 
and New Year period.”

New format for beach quad 
bike event to go ahead as trial 


THE Dickies Quad Beach Cross will 
be going ahead on Weymouth Beach in 
February 2014.

STAFF at Weymouth’s Nothe Fort attraction have been 
doing their homework to ensure their popular Evacuee 
Experience is ready for the new national curriculum. 

They are anticipating the introduction of the new pri¬ 
mary national curriculum and fort staff members have 
revised the Evacuee Experience that the fort has suc¬ 
cessfully run for primary schools for more than 15 
years. 

Weymouth Civic Society is responsible for the Nothe 
Fort and chairman Mary Bennett said she was delighted 
to see that the new history curriculum for key stage two 
included “the study of an aspect of British history that 
extends pupils’ chronological knowledge beyond 1066, 
the study of local history and of an aspect of social his¬ 
tory”. 

She went on to explain that the Evacuee Experience, 


while retaining all the modules that cover the experi¬ 
ences of an evacuee in World War II, now included an 
increased emphasis on the part that Dorset played in the 
war effort. 

This ensures that the local history of Dorset as an ac¬ 
commodation, training and mounting area for allied 
troops ready for D-Day is fully covered. Additionally 
the experience highlights how World War II made a 
major contribution to changes in British society includ¬ 
ing in the role of women. 

The Evacuee Experience also makes a strong contri¬ 
bution to the development of skills in literacy and nu¬ 
meracy which have been emphasised even more 
prominently in the new curriculum.

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


Beginning the long journey to recovery 


A CUP of cold vegetable 
soup so disgusting that you 
wouldn’t grout tiles with it 
has snapped up the title of being 
the worst hospital food I have ever 
tasted. 

Thirteen days in Wexham Park 
Hospital, Slough, recovering from 
a major cancer operation to re¬ 
move my prostate meant little 
things like food quality became 
very important, so getting awful 
gloop like that became an angry 
chat topic among patients. 

Things like a cheese and pickle 
sandwich and a creamy yoghurt 
were perfectly acceptable because 
you can’t do much damage to 
items like that, but any food where 
a bit of flair was required proved a 
challenge too far for those ship¬ 
ping meals in to Wexham. 

As a captive patient it is amazing 
what sticks in your mind, so here 
are a few snippets. 

Nurses who couldn’t do enough 
for you despite working 15-hour 


shifts, frightening lapses in docu¬ 
mentation where morning doctors 
might take you off one drug only 
for you to be offered it again that 
night as if nothing had happened 
and the spirit of the blitz which 
shone through all patients on my 
ward as we helped look after each 
other’s needs whenever we could. 

There was the keen interest 
shown when a patient tensely un¬ 
able to go to the loo finally suc¬ 
ceeded, the support we gave to 
seriously ill new arrivals, the ban¬ 
ter about one patient trying to get 
his bets down for that day’s racing 
and the exchange of squash be¬ 
tween patients to make our lives a 
little more enjoyable. 

Getting fresh sheets every morn¬ 
ing was bliss while the first time 
you could actually get out of bed 
and sit in the chair next to it felt 
like you’d conquered the world. 

And that outside world became a 
nebulous, hazily-remembered 
thing because your world was now 


telescoped into a bed area and 
friendship with the other three men 
on your ward section. 

You got to know nurses on first 
name terms, you learned which 
ones genuinely cared and which 
ones would always try and make 
you that little bit more comfort¬ 
able. 

There was always gallows hu¬ 
mour but with people dying within 
yards of you it wasn’t surprising 
and the jokes made were often 
aimed at yourself, a sort of chal¬ 
lenge to the Gods to do any worse 
to you than they already had. 

Bandages were viewed warily 
because, when they came off, so 
did large amount of hair on stom¬ 
ach, legs and arms. It hurt worse 
than the wounds! 

Rays of sunshine included sur¬ 
prise visits to my bedside by 
nurses up at Wexham from West 
Dorset, needles being removed 
from my body when I’d thought 
they’d almost taken root and the 


stimulation of short walks down 
the corridor past the women’s ward 
to keep leg muscles in tone. Hon¬ 
estly! It was purely to keep my 
legs in shape. 

Staff rejoiced in your little recov¬ 
ery victories, sympathised when 
there were setbacks and were al¬ 
ways there to answer a question 
unimportant to anyone but you. 

Slowly you start to see light at 
the end of the tunnel and talk shifts 
from the next scan to check on 
your progress to what you’ll need 
to do to get ready to leave hospital. 

Just voicing the possibility of 
leaving was a thrill while to slowly 
see departure take focus produced 
a very strong emotional reaction 
matched only by the morning you 
have to make a decision on what 
shirt to wear because you’re leav¬ 
ing that day. 

Then there are the bags. Those 
you came with containing your 
clothing and those you are given to 
go away with containing a bewil¬ 


dering array of documents and 
medical accessories all needed to 
aid your recovery at home. 

Then finally staff call for a porter 
with a wheelchair to take you to 
the exit and your first sight of the 
outside world for two weeks. 

Gone is the constant ward tem¬ 
perature of 73F and in its place is 
a raw wind with clouds scudding 
overhead and the rich and heady 
scent of fresh air. 

Even on the short wheel to the 
car there is fearful hesitancy that 
somehow someone will call you 
back, but it doesn’t happen and the 
car pulls away into the real world 
leaving behind pain, astringent 


smells and a very special little 
community of dependants. 

A few hours later and we crest 
the Ridgeway overlooking Wey¬ 
mouth. Now it truly feels as if I’m 
coming home, that I’m back with 
my family and that perhaps there 
really may be hope for the future. 

It is still too early to tell, but I’ll 
never forget the support I got at 
Wexham from nurses and the sup¬ 
port I got from hundreds of people 
throughout the Weymouth and 
Portland area. It meant a lot to me 
then and it still means a lot to me 
now.

County council sign up to 
mental health campaign 


A CEREMONY in Dorchester has 
seen county council officials and 
councillors pledge to fight stigma 
and discrimination surrounding 
mental illn ess. 

They have signed up to the na¬ 
tional campaign, “Time to 
Change”, led by mental health 
charities Mind and Rethink Mental 
Illness. 

Council chairman, Councillor 
John Wilson, member champion 
for mental health, Councillor 
Michael Bevan and Catherine 
Driscoll, director for adult and 
community services, pledged their 
support for the aims of the cam¬ 
paign. 

Dorset county council is one of 
the first local authorities in the 
country to have signed the pledge, 
and was also the first council to ap¬ 
point a councillor champion for 
mental health. 

The ceremony took place at the 
Dorford Centre, and was attended 
by representatives from local and 


national organisations. 

Andy Bell, deputy chief execu¬ 
tive of Centre for Mental Health 
addresses the audience and ex¬ 
plained how mental illn ess can af¬ 
fect every aspect of people’s lives. 

He said that at any one time, one 
worker in six will be experiencing 
depression, anxiety or a problem 
relating to stress. 

He praised the effort of Dorset 
County Council, and said the com¬ 
mitment shown would help en¬ 
courage other local authorities to 
take up the challenge and reduce 
the stigma of mental illn ess. 

Sue Baker, national director of 
“Time to Change”, shared her per¬ 
sonal experience and talked about 
the new national campaign to en¬ 
courage people to have more open 
conversations around the subject 
of mental health. 

She said local authorities have a 
key role to play in improving men¬ 
tal health in their communities, and 
that the progress made in Dorset 


would inspire others to follow. 

Councillor Bevan said: “Most of 
us have trouble coping at times, 
and mental health problems are 
common enough that most of us 
will know somebody who has been 
affected in some way. We need to 
raise awareness and tackle any 
misconceptions or myths that exist. 

“We want to encourage people in 
Dorset to speak out and talk about 
mental health problems so they can 
get the support and services they 
need without fear of judgment. 

“Protecting vulnerable people is 
at the heart of what we do, and the 
pledge illustrates our dedication to 
end mental health discrimination. 
The council will continue to invest 
in a supportive environment that 
promotes mental wellbeing for 
both our staff and the public we 
serve.”

Learning grant to spread the 
word about the Jurassic Coast 


PRIMARY schools in Dorset and East Devon are to 
share a £75,000 grant to spread the word about the 
Jurassic Coast. 

The money, from the Primary Science Teaching 
Trust, will be used to help schools develop resources 
for the new national curriculum, due to be launched 
in September. 

The new Big Jurassic Classroom (BJC) project fo¬ 
cuses on recruiting teachers to act as ambassadors for 
the Jurassic Coast. 

They will concentrate on three particular areas of 
work; teacher placements with scientists, teacher 
training days and creating resources for schools. 

Teachers in Dorset and East Devon will work along¬ 
side scientists from national institutions such as the 
Natural History Museum, National Oceanography 
Centre and local organisations such as the Charmouth 
Heritage Coast Centre. They will research different 
themes like evolution and adaptation to create inno¬ 
vative classroom resources. 

Dr Anjana Ford, Jurassic Coast learning and partic¬ 
ipation manager said: “We are delighted to have been 
awarded this grant from the Primary Science Teaching 
Trust. We can now actively recruit teachers to be in¬ 
spired by working alongside scientists and create as- 


pirational and challenging resources for children.” 

There will be training sessions for teachers to learn 
about how the Jurassic Coast can be used to teach the 
new earth science content in the primary and second¬ 
ary curriculum. 

Each school in the BJC programme will have a set 
of Jurassic Coast resources containing sets of rocks, 
fossil samples and small fossil digs to help pupils in 
the classroom. The first learning sets will be ready for 
use in September 2014. 

Helen Collings from the Isle of Portland Aldridge 
Community Academy (IPACA) said: “I have recently 
been appointed Science and Technology Co-ordinator 
for the primary phase of IPACA and I am keen as part 
of my role to involve the school in as much learning 
around the local area as possible. This project is bril¬ 
liant and just what I need to push things forward.” 

Hilary Cox, Cabinet member for environment at 
Dorset County Council said: “This fantastic grant will 
enable children to learn about science in an exciting 
and hands-on way whilst using the wonderful resource 
of the Jurassic Coast, right on our doorstep.”

Calls for agriculture money to 
be spent protecting wildlife 


DORSET Wildlife Trust is calling on the Prime Min¬ 
ister to protect Dorset’s wild plants and animals when 
he decides how to spend Common Agricultural Policy 
money. 

The trust says the wrong decision could lead to more 
valuable natural assets disappearing from the county’s 
landscape. 

It wants the European money to be given to farmers 
who carry out environmentally friendly practices out¬ 
lined in the voluntary Rural Development Programme, 
rather than in grants for income support. 

West Dorset Area Manager for Dorset Wildlife Trust, 
Debbie Watkins said: “The Rural Development pro¬ 
gramme supports our precious wildlife and landscape, 
and the rural economy brings benefits to our health 
and well-being. 

“The question on everybody’s minds is how much 
money will be transferred from direct payments to the 
Rural Development Programme in support of environ¬ 
mental land management practices. The maximum 
that can be transferred is 15 per cent with some 
favouring much less, describing it as an increase to¬ 


wards environmental payments and suggesting that 
this would be a tax on English farmers. 

“Quite simply this should not be described as an in¬ 
crease in funding as it will in real terms amount to a 
reduction in available funding. Nor should this be de¬ 
scribed as a tax on farmers as many farmers are in re¬ 
ceipt of such funds through environmental 
stewardship schemes.” 

The average family in Dorset pays an estimated 
£400 a year towards the Common Agricultural Policy. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust recommends that this money 
should be spent on a rural environment that supports 
a wildlife-rich farmed landscape where hedgerows, 
clean rivers and our much-loved wild plants and ani¬ 
mals co-exist with sustainable food production. 

In May this year, The State of Nature report revealed 
that 60 per cent of the species studied have declined 
over recent decades and more than one in ten of all 
species assessed are under threat of disappearing from 
our shores altogether. 

In Dorset alone there has been a loss of 116 hectares 
of priority habitat since 2005.

It will make the entrance 
to the recreation ground look appealing, which will 
be better for the village. 


“If you have a project that needs money to improve 
your local area, I’d recommend applying straight 
away. The grant has really helped us.” 

Funding has also been given to help install a new 
war memorial in Beaminster Square, lay hedges in 
West Bay and replace trees around Willowbed Field 
in Chickerell. 

Robert Gould, Leader of West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil, said: “Several worthwhile projects have already 
benefitted from a grant, which is excellent news. This 
money will help local communities improve their area 
and protect the things that make it special. 

“The last chance to apply is approaching, so I would 
urge groups who can make a difference to their area 
to apply immediately.” 

Grant applications for up to 50 per cent of a project’s 
costs must be made by January 31st, 2014. 

Applications can be made by town and parish coun¬ 


cils, businesses and individuals (with parish or town 
council support) and community groups, including 
Local Area Partnerships. However, individuals can 
only apply for grants of up to £1,000. 

Grants will not cover salaries and running costs or 
projects that mainly benefit an individual householder 
or landowner.

Simkin pleased with Magpies response despite early bath

Skrill South (abandoned 35 minutes) 
AFTER what Magpies boss Phil Simkin 
described as the worst day of the sea¬ 
son with the home defeat by Dover 
three days earlier, he was more than 
pleased with his side's response de¬ 
spite Tuesday night's being aban¬ 
doned after 35 minutes.
